Kingston is bracing itself for a 
rough ride, as the scale of Govern¬ 
ment cuts begins to become clear. 

Kingston Magistrates’ Court has 
been earmarked for possible clo¬ 
sure, while Kingston College has 
announced it will cut 20 staff to re¬ 
duce its budget. 

Unison representatives at 
Kingston Hospital were protesting 
the Government’s public sector pay 
freeze and the hospital’s apparent 
recruitment freeze last week, while 
primary schools were told their 
expansion may be put into two 
phases due to budget pressures. 

Further fears emerged this week, 
with news that cuts could reduce 
the number of police on the streets 
by 25 per cent. 

Boris Johnson’s chief of policing 
policy, Kit Malthouse, denied the 
Government’s proposed spending 
cuts would mean fewer police offi¬ 
cers on Kingston’s streets. 

Mr Malthouse said: “It’s a myth 
that police officers will be cut in 
Kingston. There are some efficien¬ 
cy programmes that will see a re¬ 
duction in some numbers of some 
police officers doing admin jobs.

“But there is an expansion of 
other police officers, including 
special constables who, while they 
are volunteers, have all the powers 
of a normal police officer - they 
just work part-time. So, in fact, the 
numbers are actually increasing 
in London, not reducing.” 

Some apparent good news in the 
Budget was a proposed council tax 
freeze, but Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Derek Osbourne said 
the savings asked for by the coali¬ 
tion Government might not be pos¬ 
sible. 

He said: “We are hopeful we will 
achieve the goals of the One Coun¬ 
cil programme [to restructure the 
council], but that was not planned 
to produce a 0 per cent increase in 
council tax next year. 

“That will put extra pressure on 
us if that’s what we have to do.” 

Staff at Kingston Council, who 
did not receive a pay rise last year, 
have also been told they will have a 
further two years with no rise if 
they earn more than £21,000 a year. 


Michael Walker from Unison’s 
south-west London branch, said: 
“I think the biggest thing the pay 
freeze will have a major impact on 
is our ability to attract nurses and 
midwives particularly, which we 
are short of, because it’s cheaper to 
live in other parts of the country.” 

But it has not been all bad news, 
with businesses welcoming, in 
particular, a cut in corporation tax. 

Chief executive of Kingston 
Chamber of Commerce Lisa 
Gagliani said: “I am genuinely 
quite encouraged the new coalition 
Government is trying to put for¬ 
ward a fair and reasonable growth 
strategy to help and support busi¬ 
ness, and recognises the role of 
small businesses as the bedrock of 
the local community” 

The Ministry of Justice listed 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court, based 
at Kingston Guildhall, as one of 157 
“underused and inadequate” courts 
in England and Wales whose clo¬ 
sure could save £15.3m-a-year in 
running costs and £21.5m in main¬ 
tenance. 

The court was previously slated 
for closure in 2002, but was saved 


after an all-party campaign forced 
the now-defunct Greater London 
Magistrates’ Court Authority to 
scrap the plans. 

The campaign argued the propos¬ 
al breached the principle of local 
justice for local people, would waste 
valuable police time commuting to 
other courts and failed to recognise 
the benefits of the Crown, county 
and magistrates’ courts being locat¬ 
ed near police and solicitors. 

The borough’s political leaders 
have again rallied around the court. 

Richmond Park MP Zac Gold¬ 
smith said there was a strong case 
to be made, while Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton MP Edward Davey said he 
would speak out against the plans, 
despite being a Government minis¬ 
ter. 

He said: “While the public spend¬ 
ing pressure is greater than in the 
past, Kingston’s case as a centre of 
excellence for the law must be 
made.”

Reality of a disaster 


Pupils were shocked when 
Kingston Councillor Shiraz 
Mirza visited their school 
on June 21 to talk about the 
stark reality of the earth¬ 
quake that hit Kashmir, 
northern India, in 2005. 

Twenty-three pupils at 
Westbury House School, 
New Malden, were shown 
pictures of the devastation, 
including one of a small boy 
sitting on a pile of rubble 
that had buried his parents. 

Teacher Margaret McSh- 
erry said: “Coun Mirza 
showed some horrific pho¬ 
tographs and this made the 
children realise natural dis¬ 
asters cannot be prevented. 

“It really brought the real¬ 
ity home to them.” 

The school raised about 
£1,000 for Coun Mirza’s dis¬ 
aster appeal to help a men¬ 
tal health rehabilitation 
centre and he showed the 


children what this money 
had been spent on as part of 
the relief effort. 

Coun Mirza felt it a duty to 
return to the school in light 
of their efforts and said he 
was taken aback by the chil¬ 
dren’s maturity in under¬ 
standing how people of 
their age dealt with the 
disaster. 

Coun Mirza said: “Sharing 
the pictures and stories 
with the children was a fan¬ 
tastic moment. I was so 
touched by the kids’ reac¬ 
tions - they looked sombre 
when they saw the picture 
of the young boy and asked 
me informed questions.” 

Ms McSherry said: “It was 
an amazing experience for 
the children and [the fact] 
that Coun Mirza came back 
to let us know what had 
been achieved was quite 
gratifying.”

'Unfair sacking’ denied 


An ISS Mediclean cleaning 
and security manager at 
Kingston Hospital has 
appeared before an industrial 
tribunal to deny unfairly 
sacking a female office 
manager. 

Reena Sharma claimed she 
was unfairly sacked from her 
job at Kingston Hospital in 
April 2009, after Alain Ilunga 
made sexually suggestive com¬ 
ments to her. 

But Mr Ilunga denied telling 
her they should have a rela¬ 
tionship “like husband and 
wife”, that they should be “as 
skin and bone” and that she 
was a “crap” manager.

He also denied unfairly pro¬ 
moting Florence Makeni, who 
he said was not his girlfriend 
as Ms Sharma had alleged, 
above her in an effort to force 
her out. 

In documents placed before 
the tribunal in Croydon on 
Monday, Ms Sharma, who 
lives in Teddington, said: “I 
told him I didn’t appreciate the 
way in which he was talking to 
me and that I found this con¬ 
versation extremely uncom¬ 
fortable as the conversation 
had clear sexual undertones.” 


But Mr Ilunga said: “I would 
never, ever employ sexual 
undertones. 

“I have made it very clear I 
was shocked that somebody 
could even imply I would want 
to go out with Reena for a job.” 

Judge Mark Emerton said 
the fact Mr Ilunga had been 
suspended from Kingston 
since November because of a 
criminal investigation was not 
strictly relevant to the case. 

Mr Ilunga, who lives in 
Luton, will face a criminal 
trial at Kingston Crown Court 
after being charged with 
blackmailing illegal immi¬ 
grants working as cleaners 


and security guards for thou¬ 
sands of pounds, which he 
denies. 

It is not the first time ISS has 
been taken to tribunal. 

A Kingston Hospital chef 
won £25,000 from ISS in De¬ 
cember after he was fired by 
Mr Ilunga for eating a piece of 
garlic bread, despite getting 
up at 5am to trek through last 
winter’s heavy snow to get to 
work. 

The tribunal continues.

Fake firearm trio 
guilty of robbery 


Three teenagers have been con¬ 
victed of robbery, attempted 
robbery and using an imitation 
handgun after a terrifying inci¬ 
dent in a New Malden park. 

The boys from Surbiton and 
New Malden, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, were 
convicted by a jury at Kingston

It was not found until eight 
weeks after the crime, by 
Green Lane shopkeeper 
Pritesh Patel, while Kingston 
Council staff were clearing his 
rubbish bins. 

Mr Saunders said: “The boys 
saw what looked like three men 
walking towards them with 
their hoods up, and a gun was 
produced. 

“One of the boys’ instinctive 
reaction was to run for his life, 
he was terrified. The gun was 
put to his chest and the words 
said to him were ‘Give me your 


shit’.” 

After being told to go home 
and get more money while his 
friends were held at 
gunpoint, one of the victims 
immediately told his grand¬ 
mother, who dialled 999. 

The robbers and their vic¬ 
tims have numerous previous 
criminal convictions, the court 
heard, with one defendant 
racking up 22 charges includ¬ 
ing common assault, robbery, 
burglary and possession of a 
knife. 

The robbers are being called 
back on July 9 for sentencing.

Veteran honoured at 
Dunkirk anniversary

A war veteran from New Malden 
was welcomed as guest of honour 
to the Dunkirk 70th anniversary 
ceremony in Dover recently 

David Wadey’s memories of the 
evacuation will be used to open a 
new exhibition at Dover Castle 
next year. 

Mr Wadey, 91, was conscripted 
for six months a month short of 
his 21st birthday, but that six- 
month service soon turned into 
six years. 

He recalled that while serving 
with 4th battalion the Royal Sus¬ 
sex regiment, he received orders 
to pull out of Flanders and retreat 
to the coast via the French town 
Poperinge. 

As an intelligence sergeant, Mr 
Wadey had a motorbike. The 
colonel told him to keep going 
through the town and left him 
with a “We’ll see you later”. 

Mr Wadey said: “After taking a 
wrong turn, I ended up in a ditch 
due to an attack by stuka dive- 
bombers, before setting off again. 
I remember seeing the horrible 
sight of a French horse-drawn 
transport unit, which had been 
caught in the attack. 

“On the other side of town, there 


was no sign of my battalion, so I 
set off for the beach alone. I went 
past a portion of an artillery regi¬ 
ment and, on one of the vehicles, 
spotted my corporal, Corporal 
Dawson, and got him on to the 
back of my bike.” 

They eventually arrived at Bray 
Dunes on May 30 and met up with 


the rest of the battalion. 

The day was spent on the beach 
hoping to get a rowing boat to the 
ships, which they eventually did.

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Horse thefts add to 
wildlife crime spree

A distraught widower has ap¬ 
pealed for information after his 
three pregnant horses were stolen 
in a daring raid. 

Steven Claxton, who lives in Rip- 
pon Gardens, Chessington, said 
the three mares were snatched 
from his rented field in Malden 
Rushett in the early hours of 
Wednesday, June 23. 

He said: “We are devastated. One 
of them is due next month. 

“The thieves ripped the gates 
right out of the hinges. They even 
had the cheek to put back the elec¬ 
tric fence to keep the other ani¬ 
mals in, so they would not escape 
and draw attention to them.” 

The horses cost nearly £6,000 
each according to Mr Claxton, 
who bought them for his young 
daughters to raise after their 
mother died. Two of the mares 
will foal in the next two months, 
with the third expected in Jan¬ 
uary 2011. 

Chessington has seen a spate of 
suspected wildlife crime lately. A 
colt was dumped in a field in 
Woodstock Lane South on March 
23, and found collapsed in a bog. 


The remains of a skinned deer 
were found near Fair Oak Lane on 
the evening of Tuesday, May 4. All 
that was left of the animal was 
skin and leg bones. 

More recently, two men were ac¬ 
cused of using dogs to disturb a 
badger sett at Park Farm in 
Chalky Lane, Chessington. They 


are due to stand trial at Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court on October 25.

Funding worth £5m is now 
available to improve recycling 
in flats and high-rise build¬ 
ings, the London Waste and 
Recycling Board has an¬ 
nounced. 

Flats and multi-occupancy 
buildings account for about 50 
per cent of all housing in Lon¬ 
don, but recycling in these 
properties has historically 
been lower than other 
dwellings. 

The £5m funding pot will be 
available for local authorities 
to bid to improve existing re¬ 
cycling services in flats or to 
implement new schemes. 

Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson said: “Not only will 
this help residents do the 
right thing when it comes to 
the environment, but it also 
helps councils cut the moun¬ 
tain of waste being sent to 
landfill and the heavy 


economic costs of doing so.” 

Zac Goldsmith, MP for Rich¬ 
mond Park and north 
Kingston, said: “The more our 
borough recycles, the less we 
pay in landfill tax and the 
better for the environment. 

“I urge the council to put in 
a proposal.” 

It is hoped all flats in the bor¬ 
ough will have recycling facil¬ 
ities by December 2010, 


according to Kingston 
Council’s website. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “Kingston is ahead of 
the game in this respect as we 
are currently rolling out a re¬ 
cycling service for flats across 
the borough. 

“The roll-out is going very 
well, but it is certainly a chal¬ 
lenge. There is no one-size- 
fits-all approach, with each 


block requiring a tailored 
solution. 

“Kingston Council has a 
good working relationship 
with the London Waste and 
Recycling Board. The funding 
package announced last week 
is certainly of interest and we 
will be looking carefully at 
how any potential funding 
could help in the roll-out of 
this important service.”

With so many other pubs 
around the outskirts of 
Kingston closing down, it is 
difficult to say whether the 
same fate lies in store for 
this Hawks Road pub, but 
with rumours of the 
pub getting yet more refur¬ 
bishment it may just get 
from the chopping 

So, this dusty old pub 
may still need a bit of 

work when it comes to 
drawing in the customers, 
but it does provide a relaxing 
place to drink for its neigh¬ 
bours, and a venue for a good 
Sunday roast when the chef 
at home hangs up his or her 
apron. 


S itting to the side of a 
busy Kingston cut 
through, The Bricklay¬ 
ers Arms is a modest little 
pub which has managed to 
cling on to its traditional 
character and offer a relaxing 
retreat in which to do the 
desired thing - sink a nice 
cold beverage, that is. 

Being too far from the main 
town, this roadside boozer 
relies on the locals for busi¬ 
ness to keep it afloat. 

After recently undergoing 
a facelift, the pub is clearly 
trying to draw back the 
customers, and with very lit¬ 
tle appearing to have been 
changed on the surface, it’s 
amazing how far a slap of 
paint and replacing a few 
dead light bulbs can really go.

Matthew Knowles takes 
the E-Class on safari 



As the two tonne rhinoceros 
walked within a few feet of my 
window, I began to wonder if a sa¬ 
fari park was the best location to 
test drive a brand new £35,000 Mer¬ 
cedes E class 350 sport. 

Mercedes Benz Croydon will be 
pleased to hear the rhino passed by 
without incident but the beast 
probably wondered if I was sitting 
in one of its relations. 

You see, the first thing you notice 
about the new E class, apart from 
its sleek AMG styled contours, is 
its size. 

It’s a bit of a monster and as I 
drove it out of Mercedes Benz 
Croydon onto Purley Way, I admit I 
felt a bit scared about scratching 
its bodywork. 

But I need not have worried as 
the car has distance sensors front, 
rear and in its wing mirrors 
warning you of any imminent 
impacts well in time. It even has a 


reversing camera to help you 
squeeze into the parking bays with 
a minimum of fuss and can even 
expertly guide you in to the tightest 
of spots. 

Despite its girth this sports model 
can move. Stick your foot on the 
floor and a split second after the 
automatic gearbox Finds the right 
place it’s off like a rocket, the 
diesel engine barely audible, 

A top speed of 155 is electronical¬ 
ly limited so there is plenty of 
power in this engine. 

This is the sort of car designed 
for long distance driving, it practi¬ 
cally drives itself. Leather-heated 
seats with dozens of ways of 
sitting - programmable for up to 
three people, naturally; gear 
paddles on the steering wheel for 
when you long for a hit of manual 
action; automatic air con and head 
lights and an AMG sports steering 
wheel with all the gadgets at your 


And what gadgets there are. 

The central system is called 
Comand ■ COckpit MAnagement 
And Data system, since you asked - 
and it acts as a command centre for 
the entire car. 

There is a radio and six CD- 
changer combined with a DVD 
player with 5.8in screen tor enter¬ 
tainment. 

The sat-nav system is easily 
navigable - although suffered from 
postcode memory loss on more 
than one occasion. 

It can link up with your mobile 
via Bluetooth for hands-free phon¬ 
ing, and you can plug in your iPod 
to play your own tunes on its sound 
system. 

Overall, this is a luxury car 
which is great to drive, especially 
if you are clocking up plenty 
of miles, but is not so good in 
confined spaces due to its size.
